BEING PREPARED FOR THE PRESIDENT 


As Soon as It Has Been Perused by 
Mr. W ilson the Document W ill 
Be Forwarded to the Entente 
Nations, as Requested. 


Washington, Dec. 14.-—The note con­ 
veying the proposal for peace by the 
central 
powers, 
which 
the 
United 
States is to transmit to the entente 
belligerents, arrived during the night 
and is being prepared for perusal by 
President Wilson. 
The document is said to be substan­ 
tially the same as published in official 
dispatches from Berlin. 
Accompany­ 
ing it was a confidential report from 
American 
Charge 
Grew 
at 
Berlin* 
which is understood to be an outline 
of the progress of affairs which led 
up to the German chancellor’s speech 
in the reichstag and the presentation 
of the peace proposal. 
As soon as President 
Wilson 
has 
seen tile note it will be forwarded to 
Minister W hitlock in Belgium, Ambas­ 
sadors Sharp, Page, Guthrie and Fran­ 
cis in France, 
England. 
Japan 
and 
Russia, and to the legations at the Ser­ 
bian and Rumanian governments. 
The actual transmittal of the peace 
offer now brings up the question of 
whether President Wilson 
will 
act 
merely as an intermediary, or w ill ac­ 
company the transmittal with some ex­ 
pression cf hope that the proposals 
of peace be not rejected without thor­ 
ough reflection. 
The opinion here is 
that the president wants to do some­ 
thing of the sort and is looking for­ 
ward to a league of nations to preserve 
peace, if such a proposition is consid­ 
ered by the entente. 
It is possible that some means may 
be taken to establish more definitely 
the temper of the entente allies to­ 
ward peace proposals before the presi­ 
d e makes an expression, but it is un­ 
derstood there will be no delay in 
forwarding the German note.

The laborer with a fam ily 
who earns less than $2.50 a day has 
not been abl*>to lay aside* savings for 
the winter because of the advanced 
prices of necessities, according to the 
superintendent, and the first cold day 
forces him to ask aid.

The association at present is able 
to meet these demands, but it is ap­ 
prehensive for the future. W ith the 
first ten working days of kist Decem­ 
ber. much 
more 
favorable 
as 
to 
weather conditions, the demand for 
the corresponding period this year on 
the association has increased 33 per 
cent. 
The assistance given in the sum­ 
mer and fall decreased 
15 per cent, 
but has been rapidly increasing since 
Dee. I. 
The association merely acts 
as an agency" between those charitably 
inclined and 
those 
requiring assist 
ante. More than fifty thousand fami­ 
lies have been assisted since the as­ 
sociation was formed.

Fort Scott, Kus., Doc. 14.— On the 
charge of being guilty of a statutory 
offense against Florence Evans, a 16- 
year-old Fort Scott girl, Capt. Phillipo 
di Sambuy, an Italian cavalry officer, 
who also claims to be a count, bas 
been arrested in St. Louis and is now 
fighting extradition back to Kansas. 
The girl claims that Sambuy, who 
was here from about the middle of 
June until September, buying cavalry 
horses for the 
Italian 
government, 
took avantage of her by promising to 
marry her. 
The 
complaint 
against 
the Italian contains charges of three 
different offenses, alleged to have oc-1 
curred on Ju ly I, IO and 15. 
Miss Evans claims to have met Sam ­ 
buy at the Goodiander hotel, where 
he was staying during the time lie 
was in Fort Scott, and where she was 
employed as a dining room girl. 
She 
alleges he paid her attentions from 
the start, was*frequently in her com­ 
pany, and often spoke of marrying her. 
The warrant for 
Sam buy’s 
arrest 
was sworn out by the mother of the 
girl on December 2, and a telegram to 
St. Louis resulted in detectives there 
arresting Sambuy. 
County Attorney 
Sheppard and Sheriff Hartm an went 
to St. Louis last week to start ar­ 
rangements for securing a requisition. 
Sambuy has employed several well 
known St. Louis lawyers and has also 
retained A. M. Keene, of this city, Mr. 
Keene having gone to St. Louis last 
week to confer with Sambuy and his 
attorneys. 
It is the claim of the italian and 
those defending him that the whole 
affair is a blackmail “ frameup.” They 
claim there is no truth in the charges 
brought by the girl, and that she is 
simply trying to get some money out 
of Sambuy. 
As evidence of this, Sambuy’s law- 
vers claim that their client Has in his 
possession no less than four letters 
from her, in which she demands the ’ 
payment of sums of money. 
Sheriff Hartm an 
went 
to Topeka 
this week to 
take 
further steps to­ 
ward securing requisition papers for 
Sambuy, and a message received was 
to the effect 
that 
Governor Capper 
has granted them. 
Sheriff 
Hartman, 
after 
receiving 
these papers, went directly to Jeffer­ 
son City, w’here he will present them 
to Governor Major, if the Missouri 
overnor 
grants 
the 
request 
for 
Sambuy’s 
extradition, Sheriff H art­ 
man will proceed 
to 
St. 
Louis and 
the Italian will be brought back here 
to sta'nd trial on the charge. 
Sambuy is taking 
every 
step 
Jo 
fight the extradition and it is thought 
bringing him back 
to 
Kansas 
may 
prove more difficult than in the case 
of many prisoners, as it is said there 
are strong influences at work to pre­ 
vent his extradition. 
Meanwhile Sam buy is at liberty in 
St. Louis, although he has had to put 
up a bond of $800 with the chief of 
detectives to insure that he w ill not 
run away. 
Sam buy is a small man of about 30 
years of age and does not have the 
appearance of a foreigner, although 
he speaks hardly a word of English. 
“ The whole thing is blackmail,” he 
declared. “ I am guilty 
of 
no wrong 
and w ill not be bluffed. I am here in 
an official capacity 
for 
my govern­ 
ment and these people believe that I 
am a good target.” 
The captain claims to be the third 
son of an Italian nobleman.

MISSOURI'S ROAD LAWS. 


From the St. Louie Globe-Democrat. 
Missouri is to lose its share of the 
federal appropriation 
for 
the 
con­ 
struction of highways for 1917, owing 
to the fact that its road system does 
not conform to the requirements of 
the department of agriculture. 
The 
state 
highway 
commissioner, 
al­ 
though he has 
displayed 
great zeal 
and activity, is merely a good roads 
missionary. He has no legal powers 
to designate highways or to super 
vise their 
construction, 
that power 
resting 
with 
the * various 
county 
courts. 
The 
federal authorities re 
fuse to 
attempt 
co-operation 
wdth 
such a multitude of minor bodies. It 
seems that there is no chance to en­ 
joy the benefits of the 
act 
of con­ 
gress for 1917, but the 
general as 
sembly will 
doubtless 
make 
such 
changes in the law as will insure fu­ 
ture particiation. 
W hile it is about it, it should over­ 
haul the road laws of the state and 
where the constitution stands in the 
way amendments to it should be sub­ 
mitted. Our present sfstem bas been 
a failure in practice, whatever may 
be said for its theoretical merits. It 
Is probable that enough money has 
been spent on road building in Mis­ 
souri to have furnished a magnifi­ 
cent system of highways had it been 
Wisely used. 
Not only should every 
Wt of public road w’ork be done under 
th# supervision of 
an 
official engi 
ricer, but there should be better ca 
ordination. It is the consensus of ex 
pert opinion that 
the 
indispensable 
condition of a highway 
sytem 
is to 
have a few roads that go somewhere. 
From the time of the military roads 
of Rome down to the present day, the 
main highway 
h;*s 
airways preceded 
the lateral roads. The same is true of 
'river improvements, 
although 
it is 
but recently that 
advocates 
of im­ 
provem ent. of waterways have 
been 
brought to see the fact. WThen a rn 
thoroughfare is put in proper silage 
it serves as a continual 
object les­ 
son. Every farm er who drives off in 
to his neighborhood road becomes a 
determined good roads enthusiast. On 
the other hand, it is impossible to get 
a good neighborhood road when the 
people who have to pay for it know’ 
that there will be but a few’ miles of 
it and that it will be impassable at 
each end. The requirements of fed­ 
eral aid may result in Missouri adopt­ 
ing at last a sensible road system. 


According to the New’ York Times, 
the rejection of the Lewis machine 
gun by the 
United 
States govern­ 
ment was never approved by our heft' 
soldiers. 
Not 
only 
Generals Wood, 
Funston and Pershing, but a host of 
lesser officers of experience and good 
Judgment have always recognized the 
merits of the Lewis gun. The chief of 
the ordnance bureau. General Crozier, 
however, w’as not impressed with the

26 pounds. It can be used effectively 
as an aircraft gun. 
It serves every

to serve. It is rapid firing and it is 
estimated that 15,000.000 rounds are 
fired every twenty-four hours in the 
battle of the Somme. 
The Lewis gun is 
now a commer­ 
cial article. Each individual gun pays 
a royalty to the inventor. If the Unit­ 
ed States government wants to use 
I^ewis guns now—it possesses only 
200 of them—it must pay the price. 
If it is true that Colonel Lewis offer­ 
ed his invention to the United States 
as a gift, a “big bet" was overlooked 
when the offer wasn't accepted. Gen­

edge of such an offer. *

The Missouri Pacific is no longer 
a Gould road, says a New York dis­ 
patch of the 13th. 
The property is 
being nm by Benjamin F. Bush, with 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. behind him. 
Bush 
is an .able railroad man and his back­ 
ers, as well as the court which ap­ 
pointed him receiver, have given him 
a free hand. 
Since the receiver was appointed 
many millions of dollars have been 
spent for im provem ents to roadbed 
and for new rolling stock. 
Those ex­ 
penditures show’ in the income ac­ 
count for the fiscal year ended Juno 
20, 1916. 
For 1911, the year the re­ 
ceiver 
was 
appointed, 
conducting 
transportation absorbed 43 per cent 
of gross earnings; tor 1916, that item 
stood at only 31.8 per cent of gross: 
for the four m onths of the current 
fiscal year it has been only 29.6 of 
gross. 
Besides that developm ent in operat­ 
ing efficiency which enabled the com­ 
pany to convert gross into net. there 
has been a steady expansion iii the 
com pany’s guoss earning power, gross 
for 1916 am ounting to $54,372,000, as 
compared with $52,776,000 for 1911. 
Besides getting rid of the $25,000,000 
trouble-making short-term notes, when 
the Missouri Pacific passes out of the 
hands of the 
receiver 
early 
next 
year, there will be am ple working cap­ 
ital on hand, a plan for taising w ork­ 
ing capital as needed will have been 
arranged, and annual, fixed ch a rg es 
will have been reduced by $5,500,000. 
Bush, who, it is predicted, will bo 
the president of the new' company, 
has expressed the belief 
that 
the 
heavy appropriations now' being m ade 
from current, earnings for road bed 
and equipment 
should 
continue 
at 
least until Jan u ary 30, 1917, But by 
th a t time, Bush says, all of the de­ 
ferred m aintenance wilt have been 
m ade up. 
And, in the m eantim e, in­ 
cluding the excess m aintenance, the 
M issouri Pacific is earning 5 per cent 
on its 
new' 
$76,751,000 
preferred 
stocks and over 6 per cent on its new' 
$82,839,000 common.
